Orders For Signals Tangled. 


Confusion was added to the tangled 
traffic mess by development of the fact 
that Eldridge can find orders for only 
173 traffic signals, while the bureau of 
efficiency investigators have found that 
Moller ordered 234 signals. But Eld- 
ridge says that eleven more were de- 
livered without having been ordered, 
bringing the total number of signals 
that he knows about to 184. No one 
could state where the other 50 signal 
lights are. Only 101 have been paid 
for. That the Crouse-Hinds concern 
may have difficulty collecting for some 
of the signals was indicated by Dono- 
van’s statement that their contracts 
contain clauses forbidding them to fur- 
nish materials except on official order 
of the purchasing officer. It has ap- 
peared from evidence that at least all 
over 173 were ordered irregularly and 
unofficially by Moller. 

The 50 missing signals would repre- 
sent a value of approximately $2,750, 
since the contract price for each was 
around $55.

Sending Warship Does Not Peril Monroe Doctrine, Is 
Coolidge View—Diaz Seeks Treaty to Guarantee 
Sovereignty and U. S. Rights.

President Coolidge does not regard 
the action of Great Britain in sending 
a warship to Nicaragua as a transgres- 
‘sion of the letter or spirit of the Mon- 
| roe doctrine. This was made clear at 
ithe White House yesterday when the 
| President’s attitude respecting latest 
| developments in the Nicaraguan situa- 


| tion was authoritatively defined. 
| According to the White House spokes- 
| man, the British already have suffered 
| some damage in Nicaragua and the 
\Italians also have filed claims. The 
| President was represented as taking 
/the position that the British have the 
same right to protect their nationals 
jin Nicaragua that America has to pro- 
| tect hers. 
| The British twice have taken this 
| matter up with the United States, it 
|was explained, and the sending of a 
British warship to the scene simply 
means that the government of Great 
Britain desires to afford a refuge for 
British nationals who may find it neces- 
sary to leave the danger zones. 

The President does not understand 
that the British contemplate landing 


any armed force in Nicaragua. He is 
said to feel assured the British will re- 
ly on American forces to protect Brit- 
ish as well as American and other for- 
eign lives and property. 

Under these circumstances, no ques- 
tion of violating the spirit of the Mon- 
roe doctrine is involved, it is added, 
although the President’s spokesman ad- 
mitted it sometimes is difficult to draw 
the line of demarcation between legiti- 
mate protection of property and oc- 
cupying territory for other purposes. 

It has been usual for the United 
States government to interpose, the 
White House spokesman said, when it 
has felt that any foreign government 
was taking action which looked like 
occupying territory in Latin America. 
Former President Roosevelt, it was 
recalled, made strong objection to 
Germany’s plan to land armed forces 
and hold certain territory in Venezuela 
until the Venezuelan government ad- 
justed certain claims. 

But President Coolidge does not 
view the present British action as com- 
parable to past incidents where foreign

British, French, Italians 
Guard Concessions; 
Americans Ready. 


THOUSANDS PATROL 
BARBED-WIRE LINES 


Diplomats Warn Both Sides in 
Warefare Not to Injure 
the rere’. 


Shanghai, Feb. 25 (By A. P.).—Thous- 
ands of the regulars—fighting men of 
Great Britain, France and Italy, paced 
a 20-mile line of barbed wire, sand bags 
and machine guns today to check any 
attempted entrance into the foreign set- 
tlements of Shanghai by warring 
factions in China’s upheaval. 

On board ship, ready to move into 
the line if needed, were 2,400 Ameri- 
can marines and bluejackets. Wash- 
ington had ordered that they be landed 
when necessary to protect American 
lives and property, and not before. 
American authorities ashore believed 
the necessity had not yet arisen. 

Behind the line of foreign troops, 
which surrounded the international set- 
tlement and French concession and 
reached some distance into native 
Shanghai, were 8,000 foreigners po0s- 
sessing property valued at $16,000,000 
gold. 

The day passed quietly enough. A 
ceaseless rain that made a quagmire 
of the country curtailed the movements 
of Chinese troops around the defense 
lines and lessened the activities of 
armies concentrating for the struggle 
to determine possession of Shanghai 
and Kiangsu province. 

Sun Being Reinforced. 


Shantungese troops from the north 
continued to arrive, however, to rein- 
force the demoralized forces of the 
defeated Marshal Sun Chuan-Fang 
against the threatened advance of the 
Cantonese. 

Foreign soldiers and marines formed 
the defense line in response to the re- 
quest of the municipal council to the 
consuls of foreign powers to aid in 
the defense of the city. Three thou- 
sand British troops took up their posi- 
fions along the line. With them went 
marines of France and Italy. 

The international settlement boun- 
daries had been freshly strengthened 
with barbed wire and the French had 
wired their entire boundary, which 
adjoins the native boundary of Shang- 
hal. : 

The diplomatic body, stirred to ac- 
tion by the shelling of the French set- 
tlement by poor marksmen of a Chi- 
nese gunboat shooting at an arsenal 
a mile away, issued an official warn- 
ing to leaders of the contending Chi- 
nese armies that foreign authorities 
would be constrained to take measures 
to protect foreign life if the Chinese 
did not cease endangering it.

THEN 1S LOCKED UP 


Four Different Verdicts 
Possible, Judge Says 
in Instructions. 


EAGLES SINGS DIRGE, 
FOLLOWED BY LAUGHS 


McCabe Worried Over Out- 
come; Large Crowd Hears 
Pleas Made by Lawyers. 


Six hours after they were charged 
with the task .of weighing the lives of 
Nicholas Lee Eagles, John Cline Proc- 
tor, Samuel Moreno and John Falls 
McCabe, against seven weeks of evi- 
dence and testimony tending to show 
they participated in the killing of Pa- 
toralman Leo W. K. Busch, the jury 
was locked up for the ngiht at 10:07 
o’clock. 

Seemingly unconcerned as to his fate 
Eagles is reported to have passed the 
night in the cellroom three floors be- 
low the juryroom, in song, laughter and 
story. It is said that shortly after he 
was led into his cell he raised his 
voice in chanting a funeral dirge. 

He was allowed to remain outside 
the cell, which quartered Proctor, but 
the two and attorneys, who fought their 
life battle, are said to have engaged in 
many a joke and story. Both defendants, 
it it alleged, gave the attorneys ad- 
dresses in far away New York city, 
where they would be assured a good 
time if ever they visited the places, 
all this while the twelve men, three 
floors above, were weighing their lives. 


McCabe Much Worried. 


In a cell at the other end of the 
room were McCabe and Moreno. Moreno 
was in somewhat an optimistic mood, 
while McCabe, the man who it is held 
has the best chance of acquittal, was 
worried and perplexed over the length 
of time the jury was out. McCabe 
passed the remark: 

“I wonder, as I have often wondered, 
whether these three know what this is 
all about, what great trouble they are 
in.” Tas 

Justice William Hitz consumed 1 
hour and 27 minutes in his charge to 
the jury. Four possible verdicts could 
be rendered, the court explained, or any 
combination of the four—first-degree 
murder, second-degree murder, man- 
slaughter and acquittal. He explained 
the law which govern each of the pos- 
sible verdicts. 

Patrolman Busch and Frank L. Ach 
were wounded in the Grant circle gun 
battle exactly five months ago today. 
Busch died two days later in Garfield 
hospital. Ach, recovered, testified in 
the trial that the entire quartet fired 
at him and Busch.

HOUSE CRUISER FUND 
ACCEPTED BY SENATE 


Bill, With $450,000 Amend- 
ment, Now Goes to Coolidge 
for Approval.

The Senate yesterday accepted the 
House amendment to the naval appro- 
priation bill providing $450,000 toward 
construction of three light cruisers. 

The bill now goes to President Cool- 
idge, who has opposed any appropria- 
tion for cruisers pending the outcome 
of efforts to bring about further Nmi- 
tation of naval armament. Previously 
the Senate had approved an amend- 
ment providing $1,200,000 for beginning 
construction of the cruisers, the last of 
eight authorized more than two years 
ago.

New York, Feb. 25 (By A. P.).—A gov- 
ernment official who is resigning be- 


cause he can not live on the salary 
Uncle Sam pays him, today sought Jail 
sentences for two former government 
officials, whom he charged accepted 
between $100,000 and $200,000 graft. 

Emory R. Bucknér, United States at- 
torney of this district for two years, 
made the announcement of his inten- 
tion to resign within two months while 
answering allegations of negligence and 
“politics” as he summed up for the 
government in the Daugherty-Miller 
trial today. 

He said he couldn't live on the salary 
he drew and that was his only reason 
for leaving offite. He was appointed 
by President Coolidge on recommenda- 
tion of Justice Harlan Stone, then At- 
torney General. 

Buckner announced his. resignation 
in dramatic fashion, once being husky- 
voiced with emotion as he strode up 
and down in front of the jury box. 
He turned at times to Harold F. Corbin, 
of counsel for Harry M. Daughetry, and 
Aaron Sapiro, counsel for Thomas W. 
Miller, and shook a finger at them. 
Corbin, summing up yesterday for form- 
er Attorney General Daugherty, had 
said that he would vote for Buckner 
for the next governor of New York, but 
he did not wish to see Buckner climb 
into a higher. office over Harry M. 
Daugherty’s grave. Sapiro, summing up 
for Miller, had alleged there was a dif- 
ference between Washington and New 
York political attitudes on the Daugh-

Annapolis to Veer, Says 
Richmond’s Skipper. 


RAMMED LINER CROSSING 


CHANNEL, HE TESTIFIES 


ae Before Federal In- 


spectors at Odds as to 
Vessels’ Speed. 


| Baltimore, Md., Feb. 25 (By A. P.).— 
heme unidentified tramp steamer, that 
| preceded the City of Richmond down 
the Chesapeake last Wednesday night, 
was blamed today for the crash in 
which the City of Annapolis was sunk, 
by Capt. H. E. Willing, master of the 
City of Richmond. Willing téstified at 
the investigation being conducted by 


,the Federal steamship inspectors here 
today. The tramp, he said, crossing 
the bow of the Annapolis was directly 
responsible for the collision. _ 

“A tramp.that was just ahead of us 
going down the bay cut across the bow 
of the Annapolis. just after it entered 
the fog bank off Smiths point,” Will- 
ing said. “The master of the Annapolis 
ported his wheel to avoid a collision 
with that ship and passéd it on his 
own port side. The Annapolis thus 
crossed the channel into our path.” 

Capt. Willing, a Baltimorean, made 
no charges of negligence or incompe- 
tence, merely declaring that the uni- 
dentified ship caused the two bay 
liners to collide. 


Testimony on Speed Varies. 


Officers of the Richmgnd -offered 
varying testimony as to the speed their 
ship was making. Capt. Willing said 
the engines were stopped several min- 
utes prior to the collision. Frederick 
A. Greenfield, second assistant engineer, 
however, testified that the engines 
were moving ahead at full speed until 
the crash. 

A vivid description of the sinking 
of the City of Annapolis, rammed in 
a dense, low-hanging fog by the Rich- 
mond, was given by Capt. George C. 
Claytor, master of the Annapolis. 

Six minutes before the crash the 
engines of the Annapolis had been 
stopped, Capt. Claytor said, and at 
the time of the collision they were 
working full speed astern and he had 
changed his course in an effort to 
evade the City of Richmond, which 
looined out of the mist but a few 
moments before. 


Engines Slowed to Half Speed. 


The Annapolis had ieft West Point, 
Va., for Baltimore, while the Richmond 
was bound in the opposite direction. 
Capt. Claytor said that as soon as the 
Annapolis entered the dense fog bank 
that hung low over the bay, the en- 
gines were slowed to half speed, which 
he estimated at. five or six knots an 
hour. 

“The moment we sighted the City of 
Richmond, I ordered the engines re- 
versed and changed our course in an 
effort to, avofa a crash. It came on, 
though, and struck at an angle. The 
Richmond cut through our port side, 
forward, crashed through state rooms, 
tore through the salon and stopped 
only when as bow touched the stair- 
way.” 

When the collision came, he said he 
ordered all lifeboats lowered, directed 
passengers to don lifebelts, and di- 
rected the crew to abandon the ship.

WALSH ASKS INQUIRY 


Resolution Would Subject Gas 
and Electric Concerns to 


Senate Investigation. 
(By the Associated Press.) 


- Methods of financing public utility 
electric and gas corporations would be 
subjected to a thorough Senate investi- 
gation under a resolution introduced 
yesterday by fenator Walsh (Democrat), 
Montana. 

The measure, which went over for a 
day under the rules, provides that a 
special Senate committee of five in- 
quire “into the growth of the capitali- 
zation” of such companies, the cor- 
porations holding their stocks, ways in 
whieh these stocks are issued and the 
price received for them. The commit- 
tee would be directed to determine “the 
extent to which additions or extensions 
to the property of the operating com- 
panies have been made, and the value 
or detriment to the public of holding 
companies Owning the stock or other- 
wise controlling such operating com- 
panies.” 

In line with a recent report of the 
Federal Trade Commission on its in- 
vestigation of the holdings. of the Gen- 
eral Electric Co., in which the com- 
mission suggested a need for legislation 
governing interstate transfer of power, 
the committee would be instructed to 
make and -recommend measures for the 
correction of “any abuses that may 
exist.” Hearings would be held during 
the congressional recess at whatever 
places the committee might consider 
necessary. No provision was made as to 
the time when it would report.

LEAGUE HIGHLY PLEASED 


Geneva, Feb. 25 (By A. P.).—Gratifi- 
cation was expressed in League of Na- 
tions circles today at the formal an- 
nouncement that the United States 
government has accepted the league's 
invitation to cooperate in preparatory 
arrangements for an international con- 
ference on the supervision of the pri- 
vate manufacture or arms and am- 
munition. 

Washington informed the league that 
Hugh 8S. Gibson, recently appointed 
Ambassador to Belgium and long ac- 
tive as American representative in dis- 
armament discussions at Geneva, will 
sit with the special commission which 
will open its sessions on March 14 to 
lay the groundwork for an interna- 
tional conference which probably will 
be held sometime in 1927. 

By accepting the invitation, it is 
felt here, the United States has taken 
another big step in its drive to reduce 
excessive armaments. Acceptance by 
the United States caused gratification 
in league circles, first because it is 
felt to mark an increase of American 
collaboration in league activities and 
secondly because it will assure earnest 
American help in solving all aspects of 
the problem of armaments. 

The chief function of the projected 
international conference will be to seek 
international supervision of the private 
manufacture of arms by turning the 
glare of publicity on all output, thus 
permitting the world to place its finger 
just where and how many implements 
of war are being turned out.

PRIEST SAYS DIVORCE

Welfare Demands Lasting 
Union, the Rev. F. P. Lyons, 
College Head, Asserts. 


In a lecture on “Marriage and Di- 
vorce,” given at St. Paul’s Catholic 
Church last night, the Rev. Francis P.

The bill proposed that a Fed- 
eral board should have power to collect an 
equalization fee. Mr. Sargent shows that if 
this fee is not a tax it is the taking of property 
without due process of law; and that if it is 
a tax, the government is attempting under the 
interstate commerce clause to fix prices of com- 
modities entering into commerce, or, in other 
words, to engage in buying and selling, which 
is a power that can not be construed into the 
power to regulate interstate commerce. Mr. 
Sargent also shows that the bill attempted to 


delegate the legislative power of Congress to 
individuals and a Federal board. 

So ends the ill-advised and unscrupulous at- 
tempt to use the United States government 
against most of the people for the advantage 
of some of them. : 

Much has been said regarding the political 
aspects of this controversy. .It has been pre- 
dicted that if the President should veto the bill 
a revolt of Western farmers would destroy his 
chance of being reelected. The next campaign 
is too far away to make speculation worth 
while; but it ought to be evident to every one 
that a President who safeguards the rights and

A NEW STEEL.

_ Alarge American corporation has announced 
the discovery of a new steel, characterized 
as being from 10 to 50 times as durable as the 
fimary product. The new steel was first 
in the laboratories of the company many

years ago, but difficulty in procuring suitable 


alloys made it impossible to manufacture it in 


ite present form at reasonable prices. This 
handicap, however, has been overcome, and 
the new product will find its way: to the 
markets before long. 

The discovery is of far-reaching importance. 
Steel is so basic that the durability factor can 
not help but influence the entire economic sys- 
tem. Probably never before in the history of 
the world has any substance been used s0 gen- 
erally both in construction and commerce, and 
if the new metal is as much superior to the old 
as is claimed, tremendous savings will be 
effected. 

This is a steel age, in a country built with 
and of steel. Other construction materials are 
being used generally, of course, although at 
some time during their manufacture or prepa- 
ration steel has come into play. Railroads de- 
pend upon this metal for their trackage, their 
engines and their rolling stock. Practically 
all machinery contains steel. Few. people 
realize how important a part this commodity 
plays in their daily lives. 

Less significant announcements than this 
have been the forerunners of industrial revo- 
lutions. The new steel process should write 
an important chapter in the history of con- 
servation of raw materials. 


THE LUMP SUM. 


The District appropriation bill, as agreed to 
in conference, carries a total of $36,282,385. 
This is some $66,000 more than the House 
allowed and several hundred thousand dollars 
less than was provided in the bill passed by 
the Senate. xcept for thg deficiency bills 
still pending, this sum represents the total 
of the District's funds for the,coming year. 
Of the total, the Federal government will con- 
tribute a lump sum of $9,000,000, and the 
commissioners will have to adjust the tax 
rate so as to raise the $27,000,000 balance. 

At a recent banquet given by the Washington 
Chamber of Commerce, Frank W. Mondell, 
former floor leader of the House, said, in part: 

The process of whittling down the pro- 
portion which Uncle Sam pays toward the 
upkeep of the District has progressed 
quite as far as it ought to go. I am of 
the opinion that the time has arrived 
when in all fairness and justice Uncle 

Sam’s “lump sum’ should become a 

larger lump and more of a sum. 

Mr. Mondell has lived in Washington more 
than a quarter of a century, and has held other 
important government posts besides his sérv- 
ice in the House. His opinion carries much 
weight. 

The Federal government pays no taxés to 
the District, nor can it be assessed for services, 
such as water main extension and street im- 
provements. If the government could be 
taxed by the District, as any other big business 
would be, its annual remittance to the local 
tax office would be’ greatly in excess of the 
lump sum figure. Aside from this, however, 
Washington is the Federal City, and as such 
depends primarily upon the Federal govern- 
ment. It is neither fair nor just to tax resi- 
dents of the District for the maintenance of 
governmental: facilities. nor should the tax 
rate be boosted because the Federal zgovern- 
mént is located here. 

Mr. Mondell has created an epigrammatic 
battle cry, one which should be taken up and 
given wide publicity. ‘‘The lump sum,” should 
it be continued, ‘‘should become a larger. lump 
and more of a sum.’ The government should 
meet its just share of District expenses. 


AIDING THE VEGETABLE GROWER. 

Just how it came about that Chairman 
Haugen of the House committee on agriculture 
missed canned peas when he was preparing 
his bill to add to the cost of living will per- 
haps never be known. But when he over- 
looked that chance to benefit the farmers of 
Maine, Michigan, New York and Wisconsin, 
not to mention California, he was guilty of 
an act of discrimination that is not likely to 
be soon forgotten. 

Wisconsin and New York pea packers aré 
meeting the condition that confronts them, 
without waiting for the political physicians 
to diagnose their ailments. They have dis- 
covered that they overdid the matter of pre- 
serving peas during the two last seasons with 
the natural result that they find themselves 
in a condition similar to that of the cotton 
growers. Unless the demand for this char- 
acter of food can be stimulated it will not be 
necessary to pack more peas for at least two 
years, as the surplus stock now in the ware- 
houses of the canners vastly exceeds the normal 
demand. 

How to get rid of this surplus before the new 
crops are ready for harvesting is under con- 
sideration by the packers and growers, and 
they have shown remarkable ability in dealing 
with the situation. They have come to the 
conclusion that printer’s ink is better medicine 
than any that might be secured through poli- 
tics. They have also wisely determined that 
as they have a food product whose virtues 
are known to every housewife in the land, the 
best kind of printer’s ink with which to at- 
tract her attention is that used by the daily 
newspapers rather than the kind required to 
produce illustrations in the magazines. 

To this end a fund of $300,000 has been 
raised with which to explain through the news- 
papers in all the large cities that canned peas 
are unsurpassed for their vitamin content, and 
that since the invention of the “vacuum proc- 
ess’’ of preserving vegetables and fruits they 
may be kept for years without deterioratiun. 

Eat peas and help the farmer. Unless the 
surplus is materially reduced before planting 
time he won't sow peas. The pea grower of 
the Northern States, unlike the cotton planter, 
knows that demand aiid supply are twins. 


THE FLOWING TIDE IN BRITAIN. 


The flowing political tide continues to be 
with the laborites in Great Britain. The 
smashing victory achieved by their candidate 
at the Stourbridge by-election on Thursday 
last makes the sixth labor gain since the gen- 
eral election of 1924. The figures at Stour- 
bridge were: Wellock (labor), 16,561; Hog- 
bin (conservative), 13,462, and Edwards (lib- 
eral), 9,535. The liberal candidate was, as 
usual of late, plodding hopelessly ‘n the rear, 
but his position there caused uo surprise.

say MacDonald, leader ‘of the oppesition in the 
house of commong and former prime minister, 
voiced the astonished jubilation of his follow- 
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ers when he said that, in his wildest moments, 
he had never dreamed of a 3,000 majority. 
Many recent circumstances combine to give 
some color to his further statement that ‘“‘the 
country is thoroughly sick of the government 
and has lost all confidence in it.’’ 

The conservative administration is, indeed, 
finding it difficult to carry on, not so much, 
perhaps, because of the activities and machina- 
tions of its opponents—though they are trou- 
blesome enough—as because of smoldering 
and even avowed disaffection in its own ranks. 
Its note to soviet Russia, threatening to break 
off diplomatic relations and to abrogate the 
trade agreement, unless there is a cessation 
of anti-British propaganda, has pleased 
neither section of the conservative party. The 
diehards lament the weakness of the note and 
demand a rupture without further warning, 
and those of more moderate views are inclined 
to join with the liberals and laborites in de- 
ploring the inexpediency of sending the note 
at all. When one remembers the internationai 
intrigues to which the soviet is professedly 
committed, one can more readily understand 
the spirit that dictated the lurid language in 
which the conservative Evening News, of Lon- 
don, the organ of the more reactionary of the 
administration’s followers, deals with the 
threat to Russia. An editorial, appearing in 
that newspaper, under the title ‘“‘The Love 
Pat,” declares as follows:

VENEZUELA’S OIL FIELDS, 

Venezuela is making rapid strides toward 
second place in the production of crude oil, and 
if the rate of production increases propor- 
tionately during 1927 with the increase last 
year the southern republic will soon be abreast 
of Mexico. Mexican production is apparently 
diminishing about as fast as that of Venezuela 
grows. 

In 1925 Mexican wells added 116,000,000 
barrels to the world’s supply while Venezuela’s 
production was 20,000,000 barrels. In 1926 
Mexico furnished 91,000,000. a falling off of 
26,000,000 barrels, while Venezuela's produc- 
tion reached 37,000,000 barrels. 


can republic produced an average of 167,000 
barrels daily, which rate, if kept up. will make 
the total for the year close to 60,000,000 bar- 
rels. Reports received by the bureau of mines 
indicate that production there is constantly 
increasing. 

While controversies between American oil 
corporations and the government of Mexico 
have grown year after year, ever since the end 
of the Diaz regime, there has been no indica- 
tion of any trouble whatever in Venezuela. 
Yet it is American capital that is developing 
the oil industry in the South American fields, 
just as it was American money which brought 
about the greater part of the development of 
the Tampico district. 

All the advices received from Maracaibo in- 
dicate that there is a complete and thorough 
understanding between the Venezuelans and 
the American workmen and officers of the oil 
companies, and there is @very reason to be- 
lieve that these pleasant relations will 
tinue, 

As to the often predicted exhaustion of the 
oil supply of the world it would appear that 
the danger of such a calamity is remote in the 
extreme. Not only is South America coming 
to the front as a source of supply, but within 
the confines of continental United States pro- 
duction is increasing instead of diminishing. 
Thus far during 1927 the daily average has 
been 2,470,000 barrels, which is approximately 
75 per cent of the production of the world.

COLLEGE AUTOMOBILES. 


Princeton university, alarmed by the num- 
ber of fatal crashes involving students during 
the past year, has forbidden any student to 
Own or operate an automobile on the campus 
or in the neighborhood. Two years ago the 
board of trustees banned the use of automo- 
biles on the campus proper. Last year the 
senior council required that each car be réegis- 
tered with the university police and the dean 
of the college, and that before registration a 
letter of permission from home be obtained. 
Effective with the béginning of this summer’s 
term, however, no student automobiles will be 
permitted within the borough of Princeton or 
in the immediate neighborhood thereof. 

The step was inevitable, for there is nothing 
as unnecessary or distracting to the student as 
an automobile. Until recently a university 
was a little self-contained group. Its life cen- 
tered around a campus, and its faculty was 
able to control to a greater or less degree the 
activities of the student body. The collegiate- 
owned automobile came along, however, and 
pushed the campus out many miles. Classes 
completed, the motorist-student frequently 
made for distant parts in which the faculty 
had no authority or control over him. 

Much of the charm of the college community 
has been done away with by the automobile. 
If there were compensating advantages, if 
the automobile filled a definite place in student 
life, there would be no reason to complain. It 
does not aid in the acquisition of knowledge, 
however, nor does it in the final analysis con- 
tribute to the upbuilding of an undergraduate 
atmosphere. Princeton is about to return to 
the compact student body living within and 
as part of the university. The lead should 
be followed elsewhere. _

Eliminating McCabe, Prosecutor 
Horning launched into a denunciation 
of the other three, who sat grouped 
close together about their counsel 
tables and were the target of finger- 
pointing by the prosecutor on numer- 
ous occasions He branded them as 
“brigands, bandits, liars, perjurers and 
murderers, the type of men who pillage 
and plunder and who shoot tn the back, 
cloaked by the darkness of night.

Let us devote today again to the 
business of catching up with the many 
requests that have come to the studio 
for recipes.

Some weeks ago a reader asked for 
a recipe for prunes as a breakfast dish 
and prunes as a dessert dish. Here 
are the two recipes. I am sorry that 
the matter slipped my attention, and 
I recall having promised to give the 
recipes in the near future. These omis- 
sions, much to my regret, sometimes 
do occur, owing, I suppose, to our 
many and varied requests for assist- 
ance. 


Prunes for Breakfast. 


Soak prunes that have been picked 
over thoroughly for from two to three 
hours. Cook in the same water until 
tender and when nearly cooked add 
Sugar to sweeten to taste. Add a few 
drops of juice and three whole cloves 
if a bit of spiciness is desired. Chill 
and serve as a breakfast fruit. 


Dessert Prunes. 


Wash and pick over nearly a pound 
of prunes and soak them in cold water 
for from two to three hours. Cook in 
the same water until they are soft and 
until the water has nearly been con- 
sumed. Remove from fire, take out the 
stones of the prunes and sprinkle them 
over with about a half cup of sugar. 
Beat the whites of four eggs stiff and 
add the prunes to the eggs. Butter a 
baking dish sparingly and turn the 
mixture into it. Bake in a moderate 
oven from 20 to 25 minutes. Chill and 
serve with cream either in its natural 
state or whipped.

Recalls Local Progress 


Passing of Old School Structure Marks Last of Catholic 
Group Found by Monsignor Thomas on Arrival 
Here Forty-four Yéars Ago. 


By REV. LAWRENCE SHEEHAN, D. D. 


As “Mgr. Thomas, president of the 
board of trustees of St. Joseph’s home 
and school, stood before that institu- 
tion’s new building at Rhode Island 
avenue and Twenty-eighth street 
northeast, he grew reminiscent on the 
subject of the changes and progress 
made by the Catholic Church in the 
District in the course of his ministry. 
The occasion well might call up mem- 
ories, for the removal of St. Joseph's 
from the old location on H street 
marks the departure of the last of 
those Catholic institutions which the 
monsignor found grouped around St. 
Patrick’s church when he came there 
as a newly ordained priest 44 years ago. 

“At that time,” he remarked, “the 
twelve Catholic churches of the District 
were ample to take care of the Catholic 
residents. At present there are 35 
churches, and some of these in the 
newer sections of the city are unable 
to accommodate the crowds that attend 
the Sunday masses, so that it probably 
will be necessary in the near future to 
establish new parishes. During. this 
period of expansion the institution and 
growth of the Catholic university at 
Brookland, with its affiliated religious 
houses, may be regarded as significant 
of the progres sof Catholicism all over 
the country.” 


“Perhaps the most remarkable evi- 
dences of Catholic development have 
appeared within the last five or six 
years. This period has seen the com- 
pletion of the churches of the Satred 
Heart, Nativity, Holy Rosary, Incarna- 
tion and Holy Redeemer. St. Gabriel’s 
Blessed Sacrament and St. Thomas’ are 
still in the course of construction; 
while St. Francis Xavier and Our Lady 
of Lourdes have been established as 
entirely new parishes. 

“But it is in the field of primary 
education that the greatest activity has 
taken place. Even since his coming 
Archbishop Curley has emphasized the 
importance of extending and improv- 
ing the parochial school system. The 
results we see in every part of the city 
bear witness to the way both clergy and 
laity have responded to his wishes. Less 
than ten years ago there were sixteen 
Catholic parochial schools in the Dis- 
trict. At present there are 24, with a 
total of 6,985 eR and 185 teachers. 

“This system of primary education 
has been splendidly organized and 
brought up to a high degree of effi- 
clency under Dr. Barrett, the superin- 
tendent of Catholic schools in the arch- 
diocese. Under his direction the courses 
of studies have everywhere been har- 


ers are prepared in our colleges and 
universities and their work :is sub- 
jected to careful inspection. 

“It would be difficult to compute 
the amount of money expended to in- 
stitute and maintain this extensive 
system of primary education. But we 
Catholics regard these schools, where 
children can receive daily religious in- 
struction along with a thorough secu- 
lar education and where they come un- 
der the influence of teachers whose 
lives have been consecrated to God in 
@ very special manner, as one of the 
most important safeguards of faith. We 
are sure that whatever money has been 
used in this cause has been well spent. 

“Another pertinent sign of the times 
has been the organization of the bu- 
reau of Catholic charities, under the di- 
rection of Dr. O’Grady, who is aided 
by a corps of trained workers. For- 
merly the needs of our poor were cared 
for entirely by the conferences of the 
St. Vincent de Paul society of the in- 
dividual parishes. These are still do- 
ing their splendid work. But, owing to 
the phenomenal growth of Washington 
in recent years, the archbishop has seen 
the need of establishing a central of- 
fice to coordinate the work of charity 
end to apply modern scientific methods 
of sociology in cases presenting special 
difficulties. . 

“Dr. O’Grady began with the aid of 
one worker in 1921. The following 
year additional workers were secured 
and a special department for children 
was established. Im 1923 a full-time 
worker was placed in the juvenile court 
to look out for delinquent Catholic 
children and to arrange for their com- 
mitment to Catholic institutions. How 
rapidly the work of the organization 
has increased can be seen from the re- 
port of the past year, which shows 
that in 1926 aid was extended to 1,026 
families, consisting of 3,354 persons. In 
@ recent drive the sum of $40,000 was 
collected, and this is expected barely 
to cover*the expenses of the current 
year.” 

As Mgr. Thomas finished his remarks 
he turned and gazed at the new St. 
Joseph's, in the erection of which he 
has had so large a part. Evidently the 
progress of Catholicism here is a source 
of deep interest and gratification to 
him; but it is clear that the chief 
object of his present concern is this 
new home, which is already bringing 
happiness to 70 bright and cheerful 
youngsters. The building has, indeed, 
been completed, but there are still 
many things to be looked out for, and 
the monsignor is determined that noth- 
ing shall be left undone to insure the

Annapolis Bills Also Provide 
for Buildings at Bethesda 
and Silver Spring. 


Annapolis, Md., Feb. 25.—The Mont- 
gomery county suburban district, or 
special tax area adjacent to Washington, 
would be created by a bill introduced 
in the house of deleates today, another 
measure confers authority on the Mont- 
gomery county commissioners to issue 
$60,000 bonds, to erect and equip two 
police stations in the county, that 
would contain hearing rooms for the 
Washington suburban sanitary commis- 
sion and the Maryland national park 
planning commission. 

Explaining the purposes of the legis- 
lation, Speaker E. Brooke Lee, a mem- 
ber of the Montgomery delegation, said: 

“These bills mark a departure from 
the policy of creating small incorporat- 
ed towns or taxing areas. One proposed 
law creates one large taxing area, ex- 
clusive of existing incorporated towns 
and taxing areas and places the ad- 
ministration of the larger area in the 
board of county commissioners and 
authorizes them to levy a 30-cent tax 
on the suburban district for the gov- 
ernment of the area. 

“This change in the general policy is 


‘caused by the ever-increasing difficulty

of cooperation between the govern- 
ments of the District of Columbia and 
Montgomery county as a result of the 
increasing number of small towns and 
special taxing areas adjacent to Wash- 
ington. 

“The bill provides for the construc- 
tion of county buildings in Bethesda 
and Silver Spring, which will include 
offices for the county commissioners, 
Washington suburban sanitary commis- 
'sion and Maryland park and planning 
| commission and will also provide quar- 


ters for the Montgomery county police. 


“The second bill directs the issuance 
of bonds to provide for these buildings. 
This bill further provides for the con- 
struction of streets on a 50 per cent 
benefit tax basis,. sidewalks and gutters 
entirely on a benefit tax basis and 
street lighting on an area-wide tax 


basis.”’

NORTHEAST TO HAVE 
BIG SWIMMING POOL 


Club to Build One 300 Feet 
Long to Accommodate 
5,000 Persons. 


A swimming pool with a capacity of 
5,000—twice as large as the old Tidal 
basin bathing beach—will be opened in 
Washington June 1, it was anriounced 
last night by the Washington Nata- 
torium Club, Inc. 


The club, which has just been or- 
ganized, has purchased twelve acres of 
land on Bladensburg road at the inter- 
section of Florida and Maryland ave- 
nues, Fifteenth and H streets north- 
east. Here will be built a pool 300 feet 
in length, 100 feet wide and with a 
sand beach 140 feet long and 20 feet 
wide at one extremity. There will be 
locker rooms and shower rooms, a 
lunch room and a beauty parlor. 

The board of governors of the Nata- 
torlum Club, Inc., last night made pub- 
lic certain figures to show the great 
need of such a pool as the club will 
construct. These figures show that 
123,776 persons jammed into the four 
small pools run by the government here 
last. year, a drop of more than 440,000 
from the number that enjoyed munici- 
pal swimming privileges in 1923, when 
the Tidal basin bathing beach was 
open.

CHANGES TO BE MADE 
IN went rTeUne YEAR 


New hicietiatien will Replace 
480 Old-Type Poles and 
Equipment. 


Replacement of ancient gas lights 
with high-power electric lights on fif- 
teen more streets was authorized yes- 
terday by the District commissioners. 
The work will be done during the fiscal 
year of 1927-28. 

The streets where the new electric 
lamps will be installed are as follows: 

R street, from Massachusetts avenue 
northwest to Second street northeast; 
Second street, from R street to S street 


northeast: S street, from Second street 
to Fourth street northeast; Fourth 
street, from S street to T street north- 
east; R street, from Twenty-elghth 
street to Wisconsin avenue northwest. 


New Lights for P Street. 


P street, from Connecticut avenue 
to Thirty-sixth street nortnwest; Mon-

The bill 
would authorize the commissioners to 
acquire a tract of land approximately 
189 acres in area on the site of the 
Benning race track, and to establish 
thereon a complete airport, including 
hangars, repair shops, fuel and oil tanks 
and the like. The bill provides that 
the total cost of the airport shall not 
exceed $600,000. 

The commissioners will withhold ap- 
proval of this bill until Gen. Lord has 
assured them that the project will not 
interfere with the President's financial 
program and a study of the situation 
has been made.
